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A SIGN OF THE TIMES. 

“She Stoops to Conquer,” by Oliver Gold- 
smith, and “The Rivals.” by Richard Brins- 
ley Sheridan. were presented in Atlanta this 
week by Annie Russell and her company. 
There was no criticism to be found in the 
company or the production. Miss Russell 
and her associates acted faultlessly. Be- 
Jasco himself could not have improved upon 
the production. 

But the company played to sparse, 
though intensely enthusiastic, houses. 

In that one paradoxical sentence lies 
one of the characteristic and disquieting 
signs of the times. It extends to the public 
attitude toward literature, toward recrea- 
tion and toward life itself, no less than 
toward the drama. It gives rise to the 
question: Has the public taste become so 

- perverted by the limberger and tabasco of 
life that it responds but languidly to the 
wholesome roast beef and the stouter, if less 
tingling, of garnishments? 

No one needs tuition as regards these 
two great plays. They are classics. They 
teem with situations and drollness and grip. 
They are among the best in the literature of 
the stage. On the technical side their con- 
struction under Miss Russell's interpreta- 
tion was perfect. 

But they do not draw full houses, as 
they once did. As in the case of the 
Shakesperean drama they are fortunate if 
they end the season with expenses made, 
forgetting profits entirely. And yet. Amer- 
ica is a theater-going nation. It spends 
more on the theater in production and pat- 
ronage than any other people. 

But today it is the play with the pru- 
rient or the dubious “motif that draws. 
Let it revolve with sufficient cleverness 
around the seventh commandment, and its 
fortunes are made. Let it -deal with the 
scarlet woman or the married Lothario and 
the audiences are apt to go to capacity. Let 
its mainspriug be one of the variations of 
seduction and the author wears diamonds. 
Let its scenario be laid about the abnormal 
and pungent atmosphere of the clinic and 
its “run” is unprecedented. Let its chorus 
be sufficiently bare-legged and the person- 
nel sufficiently shapely and people scramble 
to buy seats. 

The “problem” novel well as the 
“problem” a sign of the times. 
Eroticism dominates the literature of the 
day. Infidelity is a matter for laughter. 
The pursuit of the ends of lust give some 
of our strongest books their “punch.” Al- 
ways, eternally, to the point of boredom, 
worse, to the point of nausea, the worse 
features of these problems is the overshad- 
owing theme. It is played upon in a dozen 
different ways. shrewdly or poorly disguised, 
fed to us sugar-coated or raw. And a great 
many do not even blink or require that their 
noses be held. 

Even in the newspapers the frailties and 
weaknesses of the sexes are unfailingly 
dramatized. The most glaring and sensa- 
tional features of crime are “played up” 
where sex does not give sufficient inspira- 
tion. The more decent papers are ashamed 
of the business and loathe to countenance 
it. But if they expurgate—the public buys 
the other paper! It is simply another sign 
of the times. 

What is the cause of this strange car- 
nival of carnality? We are quite positive 
the world is growing better, and not worse. 
The universal enlistment in the armies of 
philanthropy, including the richest and the 
poorest, is testimony to that fact. The or- 
ganized war on vice is another. infallibte

The Georgia State Chamber of Commerce 
is going to wake up the business instincts 
of Georgians by playing a tune on their 
gustatory instincts—in common parlance, 
on their stomachs. President Haden and 
his fellow officials reason that if you can 
reach a man's heart through his appetite 
you can reach his brain by the same route. 
In pursuance of that conviction, they have 
designated November 18 as “Georgia 
Products Day.” On that day an effort will 
be made to have at least one public dinner 
served in each and every county, the menu 
being compesed wholly of Georgia products. 
The idea is, of course, to demonstrate the 
possibilities in Georgia food products and 
to encourage their purchase and their fur- 
ther raising. - 

The plan is thoroughly sound. Harvest 
time has brought a plenty of all kinds to 
Georgia. There is nothing scant in the 
range from which to choose. 

These dinners, held simultaneously, 
ought to mark an industrial and agricultural 
landmark in Georgia history. They offer the 
Most practical way to demonstrate how we 
can keep money at home and encourage 
more money to come to the state by patron- 
izing the products made by home soil and 
home folks. The chamber offers three 
prizes of ten dollars each: One for the best 
list of Georgia products available at such a 
dinner; another for the best menu of Geor- 
gia products, and a third for the best-served 
dinner. As to the last, we are quite certain 
that if due care is exercised in selecting a 
menu it will be shown that Georgians can 
banquet to repletion without sending a dol- 
lar outside the state. 


THE STATE ARCHIVES. 


A commonwealth should be as jealous of 
the records in its archives as men are of 
the documents that attest the outstanding 
events in their careers. Yet the common- 
wealth of Georgia is letting a countless num- 
ber of vital records molder to ruin because 
of sheer parsimony in providing for their 
preservation. 

Secretary of State Philip Cook has told 
the story twice recently in The Constitu- 
tion. He has often served warning on the 
legislature in his annual reports, and has 
gone in person before legislative committees. 
Last year, for the first time, the legislature 
gave heed. The sum of $1,500 was appro- 
priated toward the work of preservation. 
Secretary Cook declares that this amount is 
sufficicnt for a beginning only. 

The people of Georgia have, heretofore, 
been so busied with the job of development, 
and after that of becoming prosperous, that 
they have not given due heed to the matter 
of properly preserving historical data. Prac- 
tically all the southern states have depart- 
ments devoted to history, equipped with an 
appropriation large enough to permit of the 
reclaiming of documents before they become 
too illegible for use, and for their editing 
and publication in fitting form. 

It is true that Lucien L. Knight is en- 
gaged on a portion, and a very important 
portion, of the work in behalf of the state, 
but the bulk of it remains untouched. Un- 
less public sentiment arouses to action the 
day will come when it will be too late for the 
most skilled and consecrated historian to 
make intelligent reading out of the mass of 
obscure clues and halftold stories and 
legends now buried in this ancient data. 

The legislature could do the reputation 
of Georgia a service by making provision for 
a completion of the undertaking at one time. 
Even the $1,500 lately appropriated is not 
available until next year. And long before 
that amount is exhausted it is probable that 
Many important papers will haye become 
useless for purposes of research.

Efficient Housekeeping 


TREATMENT OF FLOORS. 


Floors now are usually of hardwood and 
are only kept handsome at a large expend!- 
ture of time, patience and labor. There is 

; no better finish for a 
maple, oat or white 
pine .‘.or than to fill 
all crevic.= and cracks 
with white s.ellac and 
then apply wax evenly 
with a weighted polish- 
ing cloth. Do not polish 
when applying the wax, 
but let it stand some 
hours and then go over 
it with the heavy brush 
that is made for the 
purpose. This is a very 
simple finish, but it 
seeps floors bright for 
months if they are 
dusted with an ordinary 
broom over. which a 
woolen cloth is tiled and 
then rubbed with the 
weight once a week. 

3efore any finish or 
stain is applied to a 
floor it must be clean. 
This does not mean using a mop and all 
the water you can carry, indeed this way 
fills the pores of the wood so full of water 
that it takes days for it to dry out properly. 

If the floors are new they will only 
need sweeping and dusting. If old, remove 
the stains with a brush and cloth, and wa- 
ter containing ammonia., Dry as you work, 
and if there are grease spots use gasoline 
on them after the floor is dry, Rough places 
on old floors should be sandpapered. 

Old floors may be stained to match the 
rugs so easily that one wonders why it is 
not oftener done. Purchase two packages of 
dye the color you want the floor; seal brown 
will make a fine walnut tone. Burnt sienna 
dissolved in bolling water gives a beautiful 
mahogany stain. Raw sienna makes a fine 
Sunny orange on Mght woods. Dissolve the 
dye or the dry paint powder in boiling wa- 
ter and apply it to the floor with a long- 
handled brush while hot. As soon as dry 
rub with a dry cloth and then with an oiled 
cloth or mop 

An ofl mop may be made at home and 
it may be used on painted, varnished or 
stained floors. Buy a cotton mop and 20 
cents worth of paraffine of]. Soak the mop 
in this until it is saturated and it is then 
ready to use. It will last for six months 
when more oi] must be used on it. This 
mop must not be used for any other pur- 
pose than for polishing the floors. 

Birch is a fine wood to stain as it takes 
a beautiful mahogany shade, but it is con- 
sidered too soft for flaors. 

Southern pine-is one of the best all-round 
woods for interior uses and it is wonder- 
tully low in price: at a recent exposition 
of id homes this wood was shown in 
twenty-one shades and with both dull and 


high gloss finish. It was said that the 
resinous quality of the wood made it re- 
quire less varnish than any other sort. 


I cannot say if this is true or !f it will 
hold enamel or paint well, but for interior, 
natural wood finishes it is the finest, low- 
priced wood I have seen.

A Letter by Poe.

If the “poetic justice’ done authors by 
the world after their death could be 
done during their Mfetime, what a boon to 
literature it would be!- How many writers 
would have been spared worry over liveli- 
hood for themselves and families and even 
the pangs of hunger and have been given 
the chance to do their best work! True, it 
requires the spur of necessity to make some 
writers and artists labor, but that is not 
the case with the great mafority. 

Here, for instance, is-the record ;of a 
recent sale of a letter of Edgar Allan Poe 
for $65.50. Poe's lifetime was a continuous 
struggle with poverty. He received, accord- 
Ing to accepted tradition, only $10 for his 
immortal poem, "The Raven.” Other great 
poems of his brought even less. His stories, 
most of which will endure as long as there 
is an English Nterature, were rewarded by 
trivial sums and fame, but the fame never 
softened the pinch of poverty during his 
life, never provided him with means to fight 
the insidious sickness of his beloved wife. 

Probably there were periods in the life 
of Poe when his monthly earnings were 
hardly half the sum his letter brought six 
decades after his death. The proud south- 
erner had almost to beg for work with which 
to earn his daily bread. He had to write 
“pot bollers" to nauseation that he might 
have food and maintian a root over his head. 

Dead, he has world fame, when it means 
nothing to him. Alive, fame was grudging- 
ly granted him, by no means in measure 
warranted by his genius and his works, 
while of prosperity he knew nothing. 

The contemporary Croesus of Poe's time 
lies in a forgotten grave. Poe's grave in 
the old Westminster churchyard in Balti- 
more is a shrine. ~ 

It is a world of posthumous prosperity 
for genius, and present pleasure, profit and 
position for aceumulative mediocrity.

The World's ‘Mysteries _ 


WAS DE MAUBREUIL EMPLOYED TO ASSASSINATE NAPOLEON? 


On the morning of-January 21, 1827, when 
the court and royal family-were celebrating 
the anniversary of the death of Louis XVI 
in the Cathedral of St. Denis, the Marquis 
q@’Arvalit, who was better known as De 
Maubrenll, slapped Talleyrand, Prince de 
Bonvenuto, publicly in_the face aftef the 
conclusion of the ceremonies. 

De Maubreull who figured constantly be- 
fore the public during the latter years of the 
First Empire and in the Restoration, was 
instantly arrested. When he was-importuned 
as to why he committed this insult, he said: 
“I struck him to force him to give me the 
explanation he refuses me, and to avenge 
the honor of my family, which he has im- 
pugned. In the proceedings that I hope may 
follow this assault, I trust France will de- 
cide between him who planned and ordered 
the assassination of Napoleon and his son 
and him who took it upon himself not to 
execute an order which would have been the 
most infamous violation of a treaty known 
among civilized mankind.” 

At his trial De Maubreull stated that Tal- 
leyrand had sent for him on the evening of 
April 2, 1814, and told him that he deserved 
the confidence of the government of the 
Restoration. He said: “He threw his gla- 
mor over me for a moment. I was ambitious 
then. He promised me a dukedom, a pen- 
sion of one hundred thousand francs and the 
rank of lieutenant-general, I fell into his 
Snare. I accepted his infamous commission. 

“T was to kill Napoleon and his son. The 
order was explicit. I engaged to undertake 
it. Then it was I fell. Let Angles, the most 
bitter of my foes, appear and contradict me. 
I could lead him to the very sofa upon 


which he sat when he gave me my instruc- 
tions.” 

In spite of this defense, De Maubreuil 
was condemned to five years’ imprisonment 
and ten years’ surveillance. « 

De Maubreuil was really born of a high 
family in Brittany, and inherited his title of 
Marquis @’Arvault about the same time that 
Napoleon became Emperor. He ingratiated 
himself into the faver of Napoleon, who 
Promised him, he claimed, the very lucrative 


and responsible post of commissary~-general 
for the army in Germany. . 

This promise was withdrawn, however, 
through the influence of a high functionary 
in the war-office, and De Maubreuil became 
a bitter enemy to Napoleon and the admin- 
istration. Misfortunes were fast crowdinx 
around the imperial throne, and De Mau- 
breull took delight in the downfall of his 
former master. 

De Maubreull was officially sent by Tally- 
rand’s chief secretary, Laborde, to have a 
secret interview with the Emperor Alexan- 
der at his headquarters’ at the Hotel St. 
Florentin. There can be mo doubt that the 
Russian emperor gave him a commission; 
but the question is, What was it? The otf- 
fictal orders he received are silent on the 
nature of his secret service, but it seems 
incredible that it should have been what he 
affirmed—an order to assassinate Napoleon 
on his way to Elba. 

It js hard to believe that .the. Emperor 
Alexander, King Frederick Willlam, Talley- 
rand, Dupont, an old officer of the’ Empire, 
but above all Bourrienne, who was for years 
Napoleon's private secretary, wonld have 
given thelr open sanction to such treachery 
and such a crime. Yet De Maubreuil always 
declared that this was his commission, and 
that he accepted it only In order to become 
the protector of him whom he was pledged 
to destroy. 

Napoleon was aware that De Maubreuil 
claimed that Talleyrand had attempted to 
bribe him to assassinate him, and had him 
arrested on March 28, 1815, but before the 
trial. took place, he succeeded in escaping 
through the aid of a young officer of the 
king’s musketeers. He wandered in different 
countries and reached Paris almost as soon 
as the court after the battle of Waterloo. 
He was again arrested two years later, and 
again escaped, this time to England, where. 
he published an account of the order to as- 
sassinate Napoleon. . 

Talleyrand, who long was a great admirer 
of Napoleon, had been estranged from him 
at the time De Maubreuil claimed that he 
negotiated with him for the murder of the 
gereral, but history fails to credit the story, 
and instead discredits the adventurous Mar- 
quis d'Arvault, who was engaged in so many 
questionable enterprises.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Stwash” 


Constantinople is the capital of the Turk- 
ish empire, and is situated at the extreme 
eastern end,of southern-Europe, being quar- 
antined from the rest of the world on three 
sides by water, and on the fourth by a high 
brick wall. It contains over 1,000,000 people, 
and about twice that number of dogs, sev- 
eral of whom are sleek and in good health. 
' Constantinople is a great seaport. It 
sticks out in the sea of Marmora, and has 
@ harbor six miles long and half a mile wide, 
like the North River at New York. There 
is a bridge across the hurbor and whenever 
the nations of Europe have nothing else to 
do they debate over the question of build- 
ing a draw in this bridge, so as to let the 
navy of Russia out of the Black sea. 

Constantinople has 300 mosques, 1,000 
Turkish baths, 10,000 harems and one rail- 
road. The railroad runs up the country to 
Adrianople, and going down to the 8:45 train 
is a favorite diversion in Constantinople, just 
as it is in Podunk. Constantinople also has 
a street cleaner, but he is very old and fee- 
ble, and hasn't worked for years. 

When Constantine became Roman em- 
peror he wanted an eastern capital, and 
picking out an old used up town named By- 
zantium he rebuilt it and called it Constan- 
tinople. This was about 1,600 years ago. 
Since then Constantinople has had a varie- 
gated history, and a great many generals 
have dumped shot and shell into it at va- 
rious times. In 1453 the Turks captured it, 
and stuck @ crescent on top of the Church 
of St. Sophia, which is a lumpy brick and 
stone structure, about as large as Mount 
Washington. Ever since then Constantino- 
ple has been excessively Turkish. The only 
plug hat in the town is in the national mu- 
seum, but the streets assay 1,000 fezzes to 
the block. 

Although Constantinools Is a strange and 
foreign city, with uncouth customs and 
habits which date back a thougand years, 
life is very safe within ‘ts borders. The 
pedestrian may travel for years without -he- 
ing run down by a street car or automobile,
